McNutt today to be Federal Se- 
curity Administrator. 


Washington, July 11 <#>—The 


capital's favorite light occupation 
—talking politics—is getting an 
extraordinary midsummer work- 
out by the disclosure that Paul 
V. McNutt will become federal 
security administrator. 


In the air-cooled 
Senate and 


House cloakrooms, in the shady 
Georgetown gardens where so- 
ciety drinks mint juleps, and even 
on steamy street corners the 
question is the same: 


Does the appointment mean 


that President Roosevelt is giving 
the retiring high commissioner 
10 the Philippines -a boost toward 
the 1940 Democratic presidential 
nomination? 


Senator Wheeler 
(D.-Mont), 


who recently declined considera- 
tion as a vice presidential candi- 
date, said flatly the object was 
"to build up McNutt for 1940." 


Some politicians took a less 


direct view. They argued that 
Mr. Roosevelt was not necesarily 
showing favoritism for the for- 
mer Indiana governor, but recog- 
nized his hat'was in the ring and 
was giving him a chance to stand 
or fall on the record he will make 
in a key position here. 


Formal White House announce- 


ment of the appointment was 
withheld until it could be sent to 
the Senate, which must confirm 
the nomination. 


General Agreement 


There Js general-agreement in 


political circles that McNutt's 
'selection puts him in direct align- 
ment with the New Deal forces. 
Senator Johnson (D.-Colq.) com- 
mented that he is "placing his 
whole political 
destiny in 
the 


President's hands." 


While in the Philippines, Mc- 


Nutt was not involved in Ameri- 
can internal politics, and there 
had been speculation that he 
might seek the presidential nomi- 
nation as a compromise or mid- 
dle-of-the-road candidate between 
the New Deal and anti-Roosevelt 
factions. 
Asked on his arrival 


here last Thursday about ""this 
middle-of-the-road business," Mc- 
Nutt replied: 


"That's usually the safest place 


to drive—when the road is clear 
it is." 


The tanned, white-haired In- 


dianan said at the same time that 
everything done in behalf of his 
candidacy had been on the 
as- 


sumption that 
Mr. Roosevelt 


would not run for a third term. 
Indiana friends %vho already have 
formed a campaign organization 
said yesterday that they saw no 
reason to stop their endeavors 
because he was taking 
an ad- 


ministration post. 


Rejects Ohio Offer 


The first word of McNutt's ac- 


ceptance of the 
security 
post 


came last night from Columbus, 
O., when he rejected an offer to 
become president of Ohio State 
University. The security position 
is one of three major administra- 
tive jobs created by the new gov- 
ernment reorganization 
program. 


McNutt will be 48 years old 


next week Wednesday. A native 
of Franklin, Ind., he taught at the 
Indiana University 
Law School 


after the World War, serving as 
dean from 1925 .until his election 
as governor in ^.932. He held a 
lour-year term in that office, in 
which a man cannot succeed him- 
self. He went to the Philippines 
in February, 1937. 


World War service as a major 


lii the field artillery led to Mc- 
Nutt's. becoming active in the 
American Legion, which he head- 
ed as national commander in 
1928-29.

Is Dead in Washington 


House Foreign Relations 


Chairman Is Victim of 
Heart Attack; Was Ten- 
nessee Representative 


Washington, July 11 <#>.—Rep- 


resentative Sarn D. McReynolds, 
of Tennessee, died at 6:15 a. m. to- 
day. 


McReynolds, 67, was chairman 


of the 
House foreign relations 


committee and stood high in Dem- 
ocratic party circles. 


Dr. George W. Calver, Capitol 


physician, said McReynolds had 
been ill "off and on" all year and 
that the immediate cause of death 
was a heart attack. He had been 
in the Naval Hospital for months 
and only recently had been per- 
mitted to go to his home here. 
The Chattanoogan was a close 


friend of Secretary Cordell Hull 
and was active in promoting ad- 
ministration matters touching on 
all aspects of foreign affairs. -His 
absence from the floor at this ses- 
sion was a factor, friends said, in 
preventing the administration so 
far from getting neutrality legis- 
lation in the form it desired. 


McReynolds had been a mem- 


ber of Congress since 1922. In 
1933, he was an American delegate 
to the International Monetary and 
Economic Conference in London. 


There was a time early in the 


public career of Samuel Davis Mc- 
Reynolds when he was "afraid to 
go to bed at night for fear that 
someone,trying to get me, might 
bring down the whole house on my 
family." 
* 
That was while he was a crim- 


inal judge at Chattanooga presid- 
ing at trials of persons charged 
with violating Tennessee's prohi- 
bition laws. 


Years later, after he had gone 


to Washington as Representative 
from the Third Tennessee district 
and attained prominence as chair- 
man of the foreign affairs com- 
mittee of the national house, a 
friend said of him that he "never 
had any fun." The friend hasten- 
ed to add, however, that he "al- 
ways has been happy, for the ser- 
ious side of life appeals to him."

11 Lighthouses 


in U.S. in 1789 


300 Erected Since Control 


Pawed to Federal 


Government 


WASHINGTON.—When In IttS tht 


United States took over under fed- 
eral control the exiting lighthouse 
system. thtr« were only 11 light- 
houies itanding. At Cape Henry, 
the Commonwealth of Virginia had 
set tilde a tract of land for erect- 
ing i permanent lighthouse. Plans 
had been drawn and materials pur- 
cha.ed when the government ai- 
sumed control. The state deeded 
tWs land to the national government 
•nd told it the stone and other ma- 
terials purchased lor the construc- 
tion of the ttone lighthouse. In the 
act authorizing: the deed of gilt of 
l»nd to the government there was 
inserted a clause stipulating that 
the national fovemment should 
within a specified time «rect the 
lighthouse, writes John William Ed- 
wards in the Richmond Times-Dis- 
patch. Default meant the land re- 
verted to the Commonwealth of. Vir- 
ginia. So, in % short time, the new 
stone lighthouse atop the landing 
dune ol Cape Henry began its cen- 
tury ot uninterrupted service to the 
sea-borne commerce of the Chesa- 
peake bay. 


Now More than 3M. 


There are more than 300 light- 


houses in service in the United 
States today. Some ol them have 
served for a long, long time, while 
others are as new as next year's 
motorcar. 


Minot Ledge lighthouse at the en- 


trance to Boston's harbor is a 
familiar landmark to those who 
voyage to city by the way of the 
sea. This lighthouse stands upon a 
reel ol rocks seldom seen above the 
surface ol the water. 


Cape Race lighthouse on the New- 


foundland headland is another la- 
miliar lighthouse. Near unto this 
point lies the shortest sea route 
Irom New York and Boston to Eng- 
land, and ships going and coming 
Irom the St. Lawrence river also 
pass close by it. It has a modern 
light ol more than a million candle- 
power. 


Out on the west coast of Oregon 


shore 1» the Tillamook Rock light- 
house. This huge rock, which lies 
a mile off shore, was a great danger 
to passing ships, and it was with 
difficulty that the rock was sealed, 
a foothold gained, and later Irom 
the tower a light with a candle- 
power ol 160,000 cast its flashes 18 
milts to sea. 


Down Cape Hatteras way, that 


ever-alluring shore, there are sev- 
eral lighthouses familiar to Vir- 
ginians, in story as well as actual 
life. 


Guards Boston Harbor. 


Another early lighthouse is the 


one on Little Brcwster island on the 
south of the main entrance to Bos- 
ton harbor. It was built in 1816, 
although the lighthouse now occupy- 
ing the ftite was erected in 1859. It 
has been erroneously said that this 
was the first lighthouse built by the 
new government. The Cape Henry 
stone lighthouse bears that distinc- 
tion. 


The itory ol lighthouses would be 


Incomplete were not some mention 
made ol the lightship. And these 
are but floating lighthouses. 
To 


those -who have crossed the Atlan- 
tic, perhaps the most familiar ol 
'these is the Ambrose lightship,, that 
rolls at its anchors outside the en- 
trance to New York harbor. But 
the most famous lightship on the 
entire. Atlantic seaboard is the one 
that marks Diamond Shoals, that 
most dangerous spot just oil Cape 
Hatteras. On several occasions the 
national government has made at- 
tempts to build a lighthouse on this 
shoal, but all these attempts have 
invariably been frustrated by the 
angry sea. A famous lighthouse 
does mark the cape proper, but 
Diamond Shoal runs out beneath the 
stormy waters for as much as 10 
miles from the cape, and it is this 
dangerous submerged sandbar that 
the 1'ghtship guards.

Fees in Felony Cases 


It was noted that fees in felony 


cases had been charged to and 
paid by the town, whereas such 
fees constitute county charges. 
It appears to be the practice of 


the town to raise $2,000 annually 
in advance and place the same to 
the credit of the General Fund. 
Towns of the second class do not 
have this authority. 
The attention of the Town 


Clerk is called to the fact that 
certificates of indebtedness issued 
for the purchase of machinery 
should be recorded in the bond 
register. A suggestion is made 
that hereafter provision be made 
m the Snow and Miscellaneous 
Fund for insurance fees. 
» 
The examiners have included in 


the report a comparative state- 
ment as to highway expenditures 
and the estimating therefor made 
by the town superintendent 01 
highways. Greater care should be 
exercised in this relation 
The 


examiners conclude this statment 
by stating that a town superin- 
tendent is not authorized to make 
any contract for repair and im- 
provement of the highways in ex- 
cess of the amount levied for such 
a purpose, and if he does so such 
contract does not bind the town. 
Another practice in which the 
town superintendent of highways 
is involved consists of the rental 
of a truck from his wife. The ex- 
penses thereof involved during the 
period covered by the examination 
was 53,201.10 Although the truck 
was registered in the name of Ida 
Van Demark and the claims were 
rendered by her, it is believed that 
the town superintendent was at 
least indirectly interested in the 
claim and, therefore, violated the 
provisions of section 104 or the 
town law, which prohibits a town 
official from being directly or in- 
directly interested 
in a claim 


against the town for purposes 
other than his salary or compen- 
sation for expenses personally as- 
sumed by him. 
The records show that advance 


payments of compensation for 
highway services rendered by the 
supervisor and the town clerk had 
been made during the calendar 
year 1938. These services should 
not be compensated prior to per- 
formance. 


Aodltiag of CUlros 


A group of claims had been 


audited in favor of a former super- 
visor for services rendered in con- 
nection with highway matters at 
a per diem basis whereas his ser- 
vice in this relation is presumed 
to be compensated by the flat al- 
lowance made by the town board 
for the purpose.

certain charges made by the town 
clerk who attended town board 


I meetings, at which highway mat- 
ters only were under discussion. 
Other charges had been made by

New Zealand is in a curious predicament. 


The world in its most settled areas is bulging 
with surplus population seeking an outlet 
and new land for settlement. The country 
"down under", which used to be called an 
antipodean paradise, with only about half a 
million inhabitants and vast area and re- 
sources, needs settlers and can't get them. 


The fault, however, seems to be largely 


New Zealand's. It wants modern industry, 
and its government is engaged in a campaign 
to industrialize the country, and the cam- 
paign is handicapped by a shortage of skilled 
workers. It has begun a campaign for immi- 
grants who would supply the need. And al- 
though it is ordinarily hard to get desirable 
immigrants in that quarter of the world, 
probably it would be easy enough now, with 
so many millions in the crowded countries 
going hungry or needing jobs or facing ex- 
pulsion by tyrannical governments. 


But there is the same old trouble with 


human nature that has retarded the develop- 
ment and expansion of New Zealand for 
generations. As soon as there is talk of im- 
porting more skilled workers, a popular de- 
mand arises for restricted immigration. 
After a few thousand desirable Immigrants 
have been admitted from England and other 
parts of the empire, the country may be 
closed again. Even now, working men and 
women of good quality from non-British 
countries find it almost impossible to gain 
admittance. 


• Yet it might be supposed, if mankind were 
rational, that a more liberal immigration 
policy in the less settled parts of the British 
Empire would be the most effective form of 
.'•'appeasement" to prevent world war and 
Establish better international relations. 


WINNING PROPAGANDA 


The 
concentrated propaganda of the 


totalitarian governments needs to be noted, 
but the democracies—England, France and 
the United States—will be wise not to overdo 
their counter-propaganda. 


It has already been reliably reported that 


citizens in the Latin republics are thoroughly 
bored with German and Italian radio propa- 
ganda directed at them and that a reaction 
against it has begun. It would be a pity if, at 
this point, well-meaning broadcasters from 
other countries made the mistake of sending 
too much and too heavy propaganda through 
the ether. 


Let us send interesting programs—good 


music, both classical and popular, good radio 
drama, lively talks not to "sell" our ideas to 
South Americans but to let them know what 
we're thinking and talking about. Then, 
when they tune in to one of our programs 
they may be attracted by its entertainment 
or by its intelligence and not repelled by its 
obvious propaganda—which would inevitably 
be suspect. 


A recent British broadcast directed at 


German citizens is said to have stressed the 
fact that if they caused another war they 
would lose it and the dictated peace would 
be so drastic as to make the Versailles Treaty 
look like child's play. 


That sort of thing is more likely to arouse 


resentment in any people than to win respect, 
friendship and cooperation for peace. 


More lives have been lost in celebrating 


the Fourth of July than were lost in creating 
it.

SCIENCE AND GOODNESS 


Scientists sometimes are good preachers. 


Sir William Bragg, British physicist, Nobel 
prize winner, president of the famous Royal 
Society and director of the Royal Institution, 
had a fine sermon in Science Service recently. 
Pointing out how science grows, and why it 
must continue to do so, and admitting that 
there is a lag between scientific progress and 
wise use of scientific knowledge, he neverthe- 
less found ample justification for faith in the 
future. 


"We observe the increasing health of the 


community," he wrote, "the gradual lessen- 
ing of pain and want and distress, the in- 
crease in the opportunities for wonder and 
admiration as the marvels of the world are 
unfolded. The more we understand and ap- 
preciate the power that knowledge gives us 
and the good that we can do with it, the 
stronger and more ready we are to oppose 
its degradation by mistaken or evil usage. 


"If we give our minds to it we can acquire 


the skill which is wanted to make the right 
use of the growth of science. 


"Science puts into our hands vast oppor- 


tunities for improving the conditions that 
govern our lives. There is also good-will in 
the world, far more than I think we might 
gather from what we read and hear." 


In religion, says this scientist, are found 


the principles on which are based "right 
action", the \\ise use of our scientific knowl- 
edge and the power it conveys. Such things 
have been said before, but they are given spe- 
cial emphasis when spoken by a man of 
science.

THE HEART MtJRMTJR 


An intelligent, middle-aged man who had been 


told some years previously that he had heart disease 
—a leaking valve—decided to take life much easier 
and went to bed for an hour each afternoon after 
returning from his teaching duties. He retired 
promptly at 10 o'clock and remained in bed till 8 
o'clock the next morning—ten hours. It became 
necessary for him to undergo operation for hernia 
and he felt that with the shock of operation he had 
better take a six months' rest. And to this rest he 
settled away, at a health resort, conscientiously 
believing that his heart needed extra rest following 
shock of operation. He did not even discuss the 
matter with his physician. At the health resort he 
met a friend to whom he told his whole story. The 
friend pointed out that a heart murmur need not 
mean a serious condition and pointed out further 
his mistake in not consulting his physician before 
giving himself up to the life of an invalid. The pat- 
ient admitted that he did not get out of breath eas- 
ilv and there was no swelling of the feet. The friend 
advised that he should have his heart examined. 


A heart examination revealed the heart murmur 


but not the slightest enlargement of the neart. He 
was able to go up and down 20 steps with an in- 
crease of only 20 beats of the heart a^ the heart 
was back to normal in less than two minutes. 


The physician gave him his findings and also 


sent a copy to the patient's physician. His physician 
wrote the patient to get up and around and increase 
his daily exercise—walking—by at least one block 
each week. Instead of a life in bed for six months 
to a year, this man was able to resume work in 
three months and really could have done so in 
one month less. 


The thought then is to judge the heart by the 


amount of work it can do and how long it takes to 
return to its normal rate after doing a measured 
amount of exercise. The fact that there is a mur- 
mur present can be forgotten if the heart returns 
to normal within a specified time. Usual test is to 
walk upstairs, or jog fifty steps stationary run, or 
sit on heels 25 times. If heart returns to its normal 
rate in 2',-i to 3 minutes, the murmur, even if due 
to a leaking valve, is not interfering with the 
heart's ability to work.

William Tyndale I* Called 


Father of English Bible 
William Tyndale ha§ been called 


"The Father of tht English Bible/' 
It was he .who first printed parts of 
the Bible in English and sent them 
broadcast through the land. • Thera 
was a law forbidding anyone to 
translate the Scriptures toto English 
without authority, and when Tyn- 
dale applied to the bishop of Lon- 
don for permission he w»s refused. 
To him the translator made hi* 
famous declaration: "If God spare 
my life, I will-cause a boy that 
driveth a plow to know more of thi 
Scripture than thou dost." 


While at Cambridge, Tyndale had 


been under the influence of Eras- 
mus, the greatest Greek scholar of 
his day, and it wai there that he 
made himselt familiar with the 
Greek testament. 
He was deter- 


mined that the people of England 
should have the advantage of read 
ing for themselves the Word of God 
through the new invention of print- 
ing, and, when he found that this 
could not be accomplished at home, 
he left for the continent. That was 
in 1524. In Hamburg he worked in 
much the same way as Jerome had 
done nearly a century before and • 
year after he was at Cologne with 
the sheets of his quarto New Te«ta< 
ment ready for the printer. 


One day a message came that hi 


was being watched, 10 with his pre- 
cious sheets he escaped to Wormi. 
It wai there that he succeeded in 
publishing the first edition of the 
New Testament in English. The 
volumes were taken secretly into 
his own country hidden in cases, in 
barrels, in bales of cloth, and wher- 
ever they could be stowed away 
and before long they werejn many 
homes throughout the land. 
To 


make the shipping of them eas- 
ier Tyndale-also printed an edition 
in a smaller size. 


Thousands of copies were seized 


and burnt, but when the translator 
heard of this his comment was: 
"In burning the book they did none 
other than I looked for; no more 
shall they do if they burn me also, 
if it be God's will that it should be 
done." 
Tyndale also translated 


parts of the Old Testament, but for 
Ms efforts he was thrown into pris- 
on. His last prayer was—"Lord, 
open the king of England's eyes." 
Re was eventually strangled and 
his body burnt at the stake. All 
this was done iu the name of re- 
ligion.
